William R. Graves. 


The Troy Times Bennington, Vt., cor- 


respondence Wednesday contained the 
following: 


"Intelligence was received yesterday 


that William R. Graves, a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Bennington, died Mon- 
day in New York, where he had been for 
several weeks ior surgical treatment for a 
cancerous stricture of the intestine. The 
deceased was never of robust constitution 
and for several years it was known that 
he must finally succumb to the disease. 
Mr. Graves, who was about 53 years old, 
was the oldest son of the late Luther B. 
Graves, for many years the president of 
the First National bank of Benninston. 
William succeeded to the tinware busi- 
ness which his father practically aban- 
doned on the organization of the National 
bank in 1862, and conducted the business 
under the firm name of Graves, Root & 
Co., until within seveial years ago. He 
was married in 1862 to Miss Flora Millard 
of North Adams, who survives with two 
sons, Collins M. and Russell C., the latter 
a student in Brown university. The de- 
ceased was of a quiet, unassuming dispo- 
sition and was a consistent member of the 
Baptist church." 


Mr. Graves was well known in tins 


town and the news of his death will ba 
received with sincere regret. His wife 
was the daughter of George Millard, a 
prominent citizen of North. Adams years 
ago.

Ther^is nothing more pathetic in our 


history than the successive disappoint- 
ments of great men in tha matter of the 
presidency. They have dedicated their 
lives to the service of the country with 
the belief that their labors would surely 
bring them what they earned, but after 
all their endeavors, they have been dis- 
appointed and the prize has gone to 
men of inferior merits, as if in contempt 
of the rules of justice and propriety.

We only know that it 
is a part of the established order of 
things, and no man is great enough to 
be exempt from. it. 


In a sense, men of superior ability are 


always at a disadvantage, by reason of 
the envy that they provoke and the hos- 
tility that they excite, but this should 
not be sufficient to deprive theci of what 
rightfully belongs to them, aa the presi- 
dency certainly has rightfully belonged 
to a number of men who have not been 
able to obtain it. 


The tendency of snoh a form of gov- 


ernment as ours should bo to reward 
public men according to their true de- 
serts and to keep the highest office fill- 
ed with the best examples of current 
greatness, but the truth is that it does 
uotthus justify itself.—St. Louis Globe-

THE RAILROAD GRANT. 


Supplementary Conditions for 


the Street Railroad Company 


to Comply With. 


IMPROVED BY THE SELECTMEN. 


The People's Interests Carefully Guarded. 


Bridge Repairs and 
Maintenance 


Borne by the Company. Privi- 


leges for City Officers. 


THE LODGING HOUSE. 


The supplementary conditions to the 


grant of the location of the .Williamstown 
branch of the Hoosac Valley street rail- 
way have just been recorded and cau be 
inspected by the public. 
In them, it 


would seem, the selectmen have.made 
wise provision for the interest of the town 
and iuture city of North Adams. 


The supplementary conditions makes it 


expressly understood that the crossing of 
the Phrenix bridge and the crossing of the 
river at Braytonville shall be subject to 
future orders. 
It is further expressly 


understood that the manner of construc- 
tion and maintenance of the track and 
the rood bed and the operation of the 
road is subject to future orders. 
It is 


ordered that rails may be laid, but must 
be guarded and maintained in such a 
manner as to enable travelers to safely 
and conveniently pass on foot and with 
teams and vehicles. 


The company agrees to pave it3 tracks 


between the rails and eighteen inches on 
each side from the corner of Main and 
State streets to the Braytonville bridge. 
Beyond that point suitable crossings are 
to be provided and the track kept sate and 
convenient for travel and the passage of 
teams and vehicles at any point. The 
beaten track of the road must be made as 
wide at all points as it was before the rails 
were laid. 


The 
company 
should 
repair 
and 


strengthen Phoenix bridge at its own ex- 
pense to make it of ample strength and 
capacity at all times. Half of the ex- 
pense of maintaining the bridge in re- 
pair, except painting, shall be paid by the 
company as long as it maintains and oper- 
ates the road. This is not held to apply 
to half the expense of building a new 
Bridge. 


There are provisions for the construc- 


tion and maintenance of a sidewalk at the 
Braytonville bridge and, if the company 
secures a right at Braytonville to build a 
trestle over the river for its track, it'must 
build and maintain therewith a sidewalk 
for the convenience of the traveling pub- 
lic. 


The company shall seasonably remove 


snow and ice from the space occupied by 
its tracks and two feet on either side sub- 
ject to the street commissioners. Mo 
snow removed shall be placed or remain 
on the highwa.y, but shall be removed 
and all expense occurring from failure to 
do this shall be paid by the company. 


The company, its successors or assigns 


shall carry without charge at all times 
upon Its regular or special cars members 
of the fire department, going or returning 
from a fire, policemen who are on duty 
and the superintendent or commissioner 
of streets. It shall not lop, cut or other- 
wise interfere with streets on the high- 
way except under the direction of the 
gtreet'commissioners. The company shell 
always provide and use sufficient cars of 
the best and most approved kind, during 
all seasons, suitably lighted and heated 
and having all the modern appliances for 
the safety and comfort of passengers. It 
shall always be liable to the town of North 
Adams for 
all 
money which may 


be compelled to pay by reason of the 
construction maintenance or operation of 
the road. The company shall always be 
subject hereafter to such other and rea- 
sonable orders as may be made by the 
selectmen of the town of North Adams or 
the proper authorities of the city of North 
Adams in respect to the construction, re- 
pair, alteration, maintenance, equipment, 
operation and management of the road. 


A Circular Has Been Issued and Co-opera- 


tion is Solicited. 


The meeting at the lodging house Wed- 


nesday evening was attended by Treasurer 
C. W."Gallup, E. S Wilkinson, George W. 
Chase, W. W. Butler and Kev. W. L. Ten- 
ney. Mr. Allen explained all that has 
been done to date and Treasurer Gallup 
showed the condition of the finances. 
The plant is not all paid for and $217 is 
needed now. 


Those present were well pleased with 


the work and they have no idea of giving 
it up. They find, however, that there is 
a misunderstanding on the part of many 
as to the true situation. Many suppose 
the lodging house and wood yard business 
is a private enterprise of Mr. Allen's, 
which is not the case. Mr. Allen is in 
charge of the Rescue mission and receives 
a salary for bis work there, but all he 
does for tbe lodging house is contributed. 


In order to make this clearly understood 


and to "enlist the co-operatiou of those 
who have regarded the lodging house as a 
a private enterprise, it was decided to is- 
sue a circular clearly setting forth the 
facts and to m»ke a canvass for funds. It 
is believed there will be no lack of aid 
when all come to know the exact condi- 
tions and the value of the work being 
done. 


In accordance with tbe above decision 


the following circular has been issued. 


Nor-TH ADAMS, Mass., Dec. 5,1895. 


We wish to bring to your notice more 


definitely than the newspaper accounts 
have done the work of the rescue mission. 


The coming here of Mr. Allen, endorsed 


by men well known to us, induces us to 
take an especial interest in the work and 
to decide to stay by it for six months at 
least. 


We have personally visited the room* 


day and evening and feel that so far every, 
thing bas been done in a thorough and 
business like manner and that the results 
are proving the wisdom ot the experiment 
and we can see no reason why it should 
not be put on a permanent basis :— 


We needed at the outset $500; we have 


received from persons $114; church collec. 
tions $191.37; discount on bills $10.77. 


From experience thus far we are con. 


vinced that the lodging house restaurant, 
woodyard, etc., will carry itself, and that 
through this enterprise great good will be 
done toward saving men. The salary of 
Mr. Allen and the incidental expen*es of 
the mission will require about $70 per 
month. Any surplus from the lodging 
house will go toward this but at present 
we haven't enough beds to afford any in- 
come above running expenses. 


We commend this work to you and in 


a few days one of us will call upon you 
and further explain the work and will be 
glad to have you join with us in its sup- 
port.

Its last financial re- 
port made in November shows a snug cash 
balance in the treasury after large expen- 
ditures for the distribution of literature 
and the maintenance of a valuable bu- 
reau of information. The club has just 
elected officers for the ensuing year, and 
among them are some of New England's 
most, influential and representative men.

THE EDITOR'S SHEARS. 


We have been made weary many times 


through being told by anglo-maniacs that 
we ought to believe in free-trade because 
England did, and because it was popular 
among the trades over there. 
Now we 


have a quotation that we would request 
them to read. It is from one 01 the most 
prominent trade papers in England, the 
British Trade Journal of London. Here 
it is: 


"What nsa is it to find out new markets 


if we go and throw them open to all the 
world ? The question is seriously arising 
in England as to whether our policy of 
throwing open new possessions to every 
competitor is the right one. The con- 
clusion to which most people are arriving 
is that when blood and treasure have 
been expended to secure a new country it 
would be well to impose such trade regu- 
lations that the market shall 
benefit 


British instead of Continental 
trade. 


When France or Germany or Belgium 
acquire a protectorate or new colony they 
•re very careful to keep it to themselves 
and take every precaution that no English 
or American competitor can send his 
goods into their possessions." 


The well infomed London correspondent 


of the Home Market Bulletin says in his 
last letter to that paper, in speaking of 
the revival of protection in England: "If 
the Cobden club cannot discern the signs 
of the times it must be very blind indeed. 
At the last congress of Trades unionists, 
held lately here, it was decided to ask the 
government to insert a clause in all their 
contracts providing that all paper, etc., 
supplied to the goverment offices shall be 
of British or Irish manufacture. At the 
same meeting a resolution was carried by 
a big majority regretting the immigration 
of foreign destitute paupers and asking 
the government to stop their importation. 
Lord Salisbury, the prime minister, Mr. J. 
Chamberlain, the colonial minister, and 
other cabinet ministers are practically 
committed to a policy of protection to the 
English working man." 


There is a class of people-, fortunately a 


small one and still more fortunately grow- 
ing smaller in number and influence every 
day, who hold their breath on this side of 
the water while waiting for an intimation 
from the other side as to the proper thing 
to do, whether it be to advocate free-trade 
or to turn up their trousers when it rains 
in London. The above may be of interest 
to them. It would probably be more in- 
teresting to them if the opinions and de- 
mar, is came from sources more aristo- 
cratic than the honest laboring classes and 
trades-people of England. 


But here is a bit of news that surely will 


interest them. The Cobden club, that 
eminently aristocratic and well-fed so- 
ciety in London, which was going to rev- 
olutionize the world and promote peace 
and good will upon earth by having doors 
thrown wide open for trade everywhere, 
provided English commerce aid not suf- 
fer, is reported to be in a state bordering 
on collapse. According to the above cor- 
respendent the club has had to discontinue 
its banquets for lack of money, and now 
it seems that it will have to cease distrib- 
uting leaflets and other literature for lack 
of cash to pay the printer. 


Well, the voice from the other side of 


the water is worth listening to this time. 
The voice of the people over there is now 
accompanied by an object lesson from 
aristocratic circles. There is nothing par- 
ticularly new about the voice, for it has 
long been familiar to those over here who 
have been willing to listen to ft without 
prejudice; but there is something novel 
and almost amusingly suggestive about 
the object lesson.

Living Like Animals. 


Although there are some good Polan- 


ders in this town, the largest number of 
them belong to the class common in all 
mill towns. They are the scam of their 
own country and when they make their 
home on this side of the water they drop 
into a system of living which is against 
all civilized rules, and many of them exist 
in a manner hardly fit for an animal. 
There are about 100 families of Poles in 
town and the majority of those protected 
by the family circle, are good law-abiding 
residents. 
The fault however is -with 


those men and women who work in the 
mill and board out. An example of the 
wretched condition of these people was 
given the public by the trial of two men 
and two women in court Thursday morn, 
ing. "Various complaints have been made 
to the officers at different times, and 
Wednesday evening Chief Curran and 
Officer Hodecfcer, visited boarding houses 
kept by Jacob Euris and Joseph Phillips, 
on Summer street. 
They arrested two 


couples on the serious charge of co-habi 
tation. They were Anna Galucha and 
Peter Malikowski; Michaelda Gorka and 
Stanislaus Spizarnaik. When they came 
up before Judge Bixby Thursday morning 
for trial, the court room was crowded to 
the doors, the spectators being for the 
most part, members of the polish settle- 
ment.

As was 
the case with Anna Galucha, she could 
not reach her own room without passing 
through another occupied by two men. 
Although they are paid at the same rate 
as other employes of the mills, only a tew 
of them become even ordinarily good 
operators and they make a smaller week's 
wage than many other workers. 
Thus, 


they are forced to live on very little 
money and their wretched life is as much 
a fjrce of circumstances as anything else. 
It is to be regulated however.

Its only feature, beyond the in- 
troduction of a bill by Senator Chandler 
of New Hampshire for the free coinage oE 
silver, was a short speech by Senator Call 
of Florida in favor o£ the recognition ot 
the Cuban revolutionists as belligerents. 


There are good reasons to believe that 


Mr. Chandler will keep his idea conspicu- 
ously before the senate this session, by 
way, as he would express it, of an antidote 
to the president's gold standard situation. 
He resorted to the plan pursued in cases 
where especial attention is to be directed 
to a subject, having the whole bill read to 
the senate, instead ot conlluing it to a re- 
port of its title.

£) 22-100ths grains being the weight of the 
pure gold in the gold dollar; that is to say, 
85991-lOOths grains, which with 3999-lOOths 
grains of alloy will make the total weight of 
each silver dollar 8990-IOths grains instead 
of 412H Brains as now by law provided. 
Sect. 2. Payment shall be made to said 
depositor for such bullion in coins similar to 
those into which the metal is to be coined, or 
the secretary of the treasury, at his option, 
may pay the depositor in treasury notes of 
convenient denominations, promising to pay 
an equivalent number of dollars, which notes 
Bhall b" redeemable in gold or silver at tha op- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury. The sil- 
ver dollars coined in accordance with this lav, 
as well as the gold coins of the United States, 
and the treasury notes herein provided for, 
shall ly-i a full legal tender for all debts, public 
and private. The existing silver dollars shall 
be retired and rocoined according to tho new 
ratio, the profit accruing therefrom to bs ap- 
plied to the expenses of maintaining the mints. 
Sect. 3. This law shall take effect and be- 


come operative when similar laws Khali have 
been adopted by the governments of England, 
France and Germany; which laws shall in sub- 
stance provide for the purchase of gold and 
silver bullion without limit and shall mak3 
legal tender of the gold and the principal sil 
ver coins and any certificate representing 
them, the ratio between the gold and silver to 
be the same provided for in this act; and when 
such laws have been passed by the govern- 
ments aCore^iid, the president shall make 
proclamation accordingly, and this law ahull 
then take effect and be in force. 


Fixing His Slat*. 


Speaker Baed has begun for the first 


time to definitely outline his list of com- 
mittees on paper. He gave more inter- 
views to members yesterday and listened 
to tho presentation ot their claims. 


No information has leaked from the 


speaker's room except remarks made by 
Mr. Reed to the friends of a member who 
asked for tho chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on labor, which seemed to Indicate 
that he has decided to give that place to 
Mr. Phillips of Pennsylvania, whose 
name lias been presented by the labor.or- 


The labor unions are taking an interest 


in the committee on immigration, as well 
as the labor committee, ami aro endeavor- 
ing to bring ubout tho selection of com- 
mitteemen who will favor Senator Lodge's 
bill, which, among other things, wouUl 
bar illiterate foreigners from entry. It 
is estimated that not less than 20 per cent 
oE the loruigners entered under existing 
laws would ba excluded by a system re- 
quiring tlie ability to road and write thuir 
own language, and this is what the labor 
organizations wish to secure.

Rawson, a substitute letter carrier, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on a charge 
of detaining United States mails. Haw- 
son's offense was » strange one, and indi- 
cates! one of two things: He was lazy, else 
he was crazy. Since lust July he has, in- 
stead o£ delivering mail mutter of the 
second and third class, been hiding it in a 
room used for a workshop, situated in the 
central engine lionso and directly over 
company M's drill hall. 


The room is used by the employes of 


Superintendent ot Fire Alarm Cumimngs 
us a repair shop and storeroom. The flre- 
inon and others, employed in the vicinity 
h.ive, from time to time, noticed Rawson, 
with a mail bag slung over his shoulder, 
go up stairs, but never for a moment; sus- 
pected that there was anything criminal 
in his \isits to the building. 


Wednesday afternoon, however, one of 


the workmen had occasion to look for a 
cross arm, and in stooping down to get 
at it 


Flilied Out an Unsealed Envelope. 


As he pulled at the arm he fished out 


packages of circulars, also in unsealed 
envelopes, and on looking further found 
a package of delineators. 


He reported his discovery to Fireman 


Tubor, who notified Postmaster Sullivan. 
Assistant Postmaster Hoar and one or 
two others went over to the workshop, 
which is up three long flights of stairs, in 
the fourth story, and picked up nearly 13 
bushels of mail matter. 


It consisted mostly of Canadian news- 


papers and advertising circulars, some 
packages uf pamphlets issued monthly, 
educational tracts and fashion 
books. 


There were about 11) sealed letters, nearly 
all from Canada. 


It was found that the addresses showed 


a number of different routes, andsuspicion 
fell on Rawson, the substitute, aud the 
postmaster culled him into 
office and 


questioned him. Ruwson 
ly admit- 


ted his guilt, and 


Made a Fnll Confession. 


He said that ho had not the time to 


cover his route, and was afraid if he was 
late or uuable to do his work within the 
time limit that he would be discharged. 
That was his explanation for his very 
strange conduct. 
He couldn't deliver his 


matter in eight hours. 
Ho said that no 


carrier was implicated with him. 


Postmaster Sullivan immediately sus- 


pended Rawson, and conferred with In- 
spector Boynton in Boston. A warrant 
was sworn out t^' Commissioner Fiske, 
and last evening.. ?»wson was arrested. 


The culprit said, he did not open any 


mail matter; neither did he destroy or 
steal any.. He is about 23 years of age, 
and has been substituting since last 
April. 


Two postoffioe inspectors have been in 


the city for a few weeks looking after the 
sarriers on the matter of overtime, loiter- 
ing, etc., but these men had 110 connec- 
tion with the Rawson case. 


Workmen had been kicking about old 


and unsealed envelopes in the room men- 
tioned since last July, at which time Raw- 
son began to hide the mail matter. 


Much of the stuff is such that people to 


whom it was addressed would never 
think of asking for it, and this explains 
why the case has gone so long undetected. 


Detaining the United States mail is a 


criminal offense under the postal laws, 
punishable by a flue of $500 o* 
e year's

ures, but if the massacres diminish it is 
merely because victims are scarce. To- 
day's news is that 200 Armenians were 
killed in Kaisariyeh (Cassarea). A massa- 
cre has occurred at Hassan Kahleli. in the 
villayette of Erzroom, about ao miles east 
of the city of Erzroom, where the Arme- 
nian monastery was sacked and burned, 
and the bishop, the vicar and other inmates 
were killed. A feeling of alarm still pre- 
vails. 


The Daily Telegraph has a dispatch 


from Vienna wjiich .says that 03 Arme- 
nians were butchered at Zilch and 57 at 
Hassan Kalch, with every accompaniment 
of ingenious cruelty. This correspondent 
affirms that even in Constantinople the 
aspect of affairs is far from reassuring.
